Mayor Simons, prior to 
adoption of the new budget 
la.st week, dwelt at length 
on the grave financial po¬ 
sition of our city. Certainly 
the above figures would ap¬ 
pear to amply confirm his 
gloomy outlook for our fi¬ 
nancial future. 

If his anal.vsis is correct, 
it is even more important 
that wo give top priority 
from our dwindling funds to 
necessities such as water 
and, if ,necessary, curtail 
items in the luxury and con¬ 
venience category, instead 
of following exactly the op¬ 
posite policy of sacrificing 
necessities in favor of lux¬ 
ury and convenience.

AMERICA'S LARGEST 


House Speaker John W. McCormack’s announcement 
that ho would not seek re-election this fail was greeted 
with the inevitable shower of pans and paeans. 

At 78, the Massacliusetts veteran of more than 42 
years in the House had become in many eyes the sym¬ 
bol of all tliat is wrong with the seniority system of com¬ 
mittee chairmanships and other high congressional offices. 
His age and infirmity provided the main reasons for such 
criticism. 

Other eyes see him differently, however. President 
Nixon, with obvious sincerity epitomized the respect Mc¬ 
Cormack has won as a statesman when he said he "has 
unfailingly put country above party, the national good 
above self.” 

The President has good reason for such respect for 
the Speaker. In marked contrast to those who are fight¬ 
ing the Administration’s foreign policy, especially in 
Southeast Asia, he has stood firmly behind our com¬ 
mitments there, and has done a great deal to keep the 
House from following the Senate’s discordant course. 

John McCormack has served his country well, yet 
he knew the time had come to end his political career. 
Some other veterans, less distinguished in their contri¬ 
butions, might enhance their stature by following his 
example.
